LIGHTING PLANTS. 


How They Are Being Made Into Municipal 
Properties. 
From the Western Firemen. 

Chicago is not alone in asking power to 
establish man icpa: as and electric light 
plants. ee Opie of Detroit are seriously 
considering e question of establtshing a 
municipal ect light plant which will en- 
able the municipality to do its own street 
lighting and furnish the citizens with light 
just as it does with water. Mr. J. L. Hudson, 
one of the business men who has a private 
electric plant, shows that he has been able to 
run 200 arc lights at the same expense that 
seventy-five lights of the same power cost 
him when supplied by the Thomson-Houston 
company. 

Several of the smaller cities in Michigan 
have already estabiished municipal plants, 
and they have found it a good business ven- 
ture. y City has 165 arc lights with thirty- 
two miles of wire and is able to furnish these 
lights at $3.42 each: per month, or $41 a year. 
In 1891, with 142 lights, the Cost was $48.15 a 
year for each lamp. 

Lansing purchased the electric light plant 
last December for $45,000, and at once spent 
$10,000 in extending its system. In one month 
the — 21 ‘ommission was able to reduce 
the cost of lights 10 per cent.

LANE’S MEDICINE 
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LIKE THE HARRIS CASE. 


Dr. Buchanan, the Men Accused of Poison- 
ing His Wits. 


New Tonk, March 15.—The trial of Dr. 
Buchanan for the murder of his wife by 
means of poison comes up before Recorder 
Smyth to-day, and it promises to rival in in- 
terest the case of Carlyle Harris whois sup 
posed to have poisoned his school girl wife, 


Helen Potts. 

The alleged criminal here is a physician who 
knows all about polsons. nie knows how to 
use them and how to conceal their effects. It 
will be a long ana sensational trial. 

The arrest of Dr. Buchanan on June 6 last 
was the result of two weeks’ hard work of 
half a dozen WoORLD reporters. No story 
that Gaboriau or any of his school ever in- 
vented of secret crime discovered by the in- 
genious plecing together of apparently unre- 
lated evidence equaled in its startling com- 
pleteness and dramatic quality the tale of 
the investigations made by reporters, which 
resulted in Buchanan’s arrest. 

He is 83 years old and the woman whose 
murder is charged to him was his second 
wife. He was divorced from his first. 
The second wife died on April 2 last. 
The dead woman, as subsequent events 
showed, had a varied career. Her first hus- 
band, a Baptist minister named Braden, de- 
serted her. Then she married a shoemaker 
by the name of Harry Recker at Kaston, Pa. 
She deserted him and the next heard of her 
she 1.— the proprietor ofa disorderly house 
in Newark, N. J. Shethen married a man 
named Smith, who died. After his death tue 
woman took the name of Sutherland, under 
which she married Buchanan. 

Buchanan remarried his divorced wife one 
month after the Sutherland woman’s death. 
They werg remarried in Windsor, Nova 
Scotia, th evening of May 16. A report was 
published about the marriage, but for some 
unaccountable reason buchanan denied it. 
It was proved that the doctor had again mar- 
ried Mrs. Buchanan No. 1 and found the 
woman hiding in this city. Then stories 
about his relation with his deceased wife be- 
camecurrent. She had made considerable 
money in her nefarious trade, and in consid- 
eration of the doctor marrying her, it is 
Said, she made her ey — N ta vor. 

All her property, a t $40,000, was to be- 
come his provided 5 willed to her sister 
and brother $0 each. This will ‘was signed 
three days before the marriage. Buchanan 
tired of his wife. They were then living in 
this city at No. 267 West Eleventh street, 
She had declared her intention to leave his 
home and take up her disreputable calling in 
Newark again. uchanan was greatiy wor- 
ried at this. He made threats against her 
to his friends and said that he would not be 
disgraced by her. He made preparations to 
leave for Europe. 

The day before sailing the woman was 
taken sick. She died the next day. Drs. B. 
©. Mcintyre and H. P Watson, of West Fourth 
street, signed the death certificate. They 
stated she had died of cerebral hemorrhage. 
They afterwards said thatthey treated Mrs, 
Buchanan for cerebral hemorrhage because 
her husband, who they knew was a physi 
clan, bad told them that she was suffering 
from it. Letters were sent to a newspaper 
stating that Dr. Buchanan had murdered his 
wife, A half dosen reporters were set to 
work, andina fortnight they had secured 
sufficient evidence to warrant Buchanan’s 
arrest. This was accomplished on June 6 
last. Detective Sergeant Von Gerichten 
arrested him in a downtown Cafe on a bench 
warrant issued by Judge Martine at District 
Attorney Nicoll’s request. Mrs. Buchanan’s 
body had been exhumed in Greenwood Cem- 
etery the day of his arrest, and asa result of 
the autopsy Buchanan was locked up, It was 
shown that Mrs. Buchanan had not dled of 
cerebral hemorrhage, as certified by the 
physicians, and this factand otuer circum- 
stantial evidence which the reporters had 
gathered were considered by the authorities 
as sufficient to indict Buchanan.

AGAINST THE SINGLE TAZ 


The Hyattsville Assessm ut in the Mary - 
land Court of Appeals. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March:15.—The anti-sin- 
gle taxers have won in the Court of Appeals 
of Maryland, which has decidedthat a tax 
upon land alone for the support of the gov- 
ernment of this State or any part of it or the 
government of any county or municipality is 
not in accordance with the provisions of our 
present constitution, and can not under it be 


enforced. This decision grows out of the 
single tax system enforced upon the citizens 
of Hyattsville, in Prince George Coun- 
ty. The system has been in 
operation since July 1. 1892. Judge 
McSherry holds in the first place that the act 
of Legisiature under which the authorities at 
Hyattsville were supposed to act, gave them 
no power toassess taxes on land values 
alone, exempting, as the local authorities do, 
all improvements from taxation; and, sec- 
ondly, that even if the Legislature had done 
so, such act would be unconstitutional, be- 
cause the bill of rights says that every person 
holding property in this State oughtto con- 
tribute his proportion for the support of the 
Government, according to the actual worth 
of his real or personal property; and, finally, 
that the act is unconstitutional because of its 
allowing unrestricted exemption of personal 
property from assessment and taxation. 

The opinion. handed down at Annapolis 
yesterday, uses this language: ‘‘As those 
who own buildings, premises and personal 

roperty inany of the various forms—elther 
ntangible or — ee equally protected 
in their possessions anc in their natural 
rights by the State and local governments 
with those who own land, the _ sup- 
port of these governments should place 
no heavier charge upon one than 
upon the other class of individuals. 
This has been the uniform and consistent 
policy always followed in Maryland. ml - 
nently just in itself, a sound and long ac 
cepted axiom of political economy, it has 
been incorporated in her organic law since 
Nov, 8, 1876.

Dredging Oysters Through Holes in the 
Ice. 

Not since the cold weather of five years ago 
has the novel expedient of dredging oysters 
through holes in the ice been resorted to, 
says the Providence Journal. At present one 
Providence firm of oyster growers finds it 
necessary to do its dredgingin this manner. 


Dewing, the Exchange place dealer in fish 
and oysters, owns the oyster bed off Nayatt 
Point. Sloop Bellport brings the products of 
the bed to this city. She is usually kept at 
anchor over the homes of bivalves, which, 
as fast as dredged, are put aboard her. 
When a cargo has been obtained she ascends

For several days no dredgers 
deseended, but last Tuesday the 
dregging through the ice began. 
Tie crew of the Bellport and several extra 
menfrom Nayatt engagedinthe business. 
A gale was sweeping overthe ice, the ther- 
mometer was uncomfortably near zero, and 
heavy wraps were absolutely necessary. 
Strong ice chisels were obtained. These are 
made on the same principle as a carpenter’s 
chisel. or upon a much larger scale. 

The steel head weighs three or four pounds 
and the handle is about five feet long. Armed 
with these instruments the crew of the Bell 
port, looking from a short distance like Es- 
quimaux, repaired to those places over the 
bed where they knew the oysters. to be most 
plentiful, and proceeded to cut oblong holes 
through the ice, which was six inches in 
thickness Monday and ‘Tuesday, but has 
since become two or three inches thicker. 
The dredging was then, periormed in the 
usual manner. 

The costof obtaining the oysters in this 
way was found to be just about doubled. A 
big hand-s.ed was obtained and loaded with 
barrels. This was drawn out to the place, 
and as fast as a 
drawn to the shore, where a ‘two-horse 
wagon was waiting to receive the oysters. 

About a dozen men are now engaged in this 
pecullar work on Dewing’s beds.

BRIBERY on BLACKMAIL 


When Charles de Lesseps declared that 
he had not: bribed but had been black- 
mailed he probably told the truth. Men 
in search of privileges are not worse than 
other men and as a rule they do not part 
with their mony out of pure generosity. 
They want certain things and naturally 
submit to the conditions imposed in order 
to get them. And the conditions in France 
so tersely described by M. de Lesseps are 
repeated in every large American city 
whenever a franchise is asked for by a 
publiccorporation. Thisisa fact almost 
without exception and is so notorious that 
nobody would think of questioning it. 

Attention is here directed only to those 
franchises and privileges which are reason- 
able and which do not involve any sub- 
traction from the public good. It is a 
matter of common report that before such 
a measure can be got through the Munic- 
ipal Assembly the boss, grandilo- 
quently called an attorney, must first be 
‘*seen’’ and roundly feed. Until such fee 
is paid the ordinance rests with the com- 
mittee to which it is referred ‘pending the 
negotiations between boss and capitalist. 
When they are concluded the attorney 
‘*sees’’ that the ordinance is promptly 
passed. 

In popular language this is called brib- 
ery, but in fact it is flat blackmail. Theav- 
erage Assemblyman whom the respectable 
citizens elect has no opinion on the merit 
of the franchise requested. He knows 
nothing about it and cares less. But he 
sees in every such application rich pros- 
pect for plunder and he makes use of his 
opportunities. That is what he is there 
tor.“ 

Of course the men who pay this black- 
mail cannot be excused, from a high moral 
standpoint, but it is a condition, not a 
theory, which confronts them. While 
they hesitate their interests suffer from 
delay. Trade is interfered with and often 
the loss is shared by the community at 
large. Men who are blackmailed must act 
promptly in most instances. They can 
think about it afterward. 

This petty pilfering—and sometimes it is 
not petty—is practiced in the St. Louis 
Municipal Assembly with little or no dis- 
guise. At the coming election good citi- 
zens should do their best to effect some re- 
form in this respect by selecting candi- 
dates from both tickets who may be de-

| pended upon to pass or reject ordinances on 


their merits. - Careful inquiry into the 
personal character of the candidates and 
their backers may enable the voter to act 
intelligently,and if he does his duty some- 
thing may be accomplished toward rais- 
ing the Assembly from the discredit into 
which it has fallen.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

„M. D. M.“ declares that Uncle Tom“ 
reasons from false premises to false conclu- 
sions when he asserts that the former has 
attained riches. But what has that to do 
with the matter? The question is, not 
whether ‘‘M. D. M.“ is rich or poor, but 
whether or not the economic condition of this 


country is one of justice or injustice. Ifitis 
one of justice, well. If of injustice, why not 
try and remedy it? M. D. M. has not at- 
tempted to show that laws granting privi- 
leges, such as tariff protection, free fran- 
chises and private ownership of nature, are 
just. Hehas not shown tbat they do not 
take from some to enrich others, ahd cause 
commercial stagnation by interference with 
natural conditions. He contents himself with 
**relterating again and again’’ (a substitu- 
tion for logic common to those on the weak 
side) some such irrelevancy as that ‘‘wealth 
does not make happiness.’’ Perhaps it 
brings some happiness, perhaps not others 
happiness—that is not the point. What we 
are concerned with are the indisputabie 
facts that want and poverty do bring 
misery, andthat much want and poverty are 
caused by legal denials of natural opportuni- 
ties.

No, we cannot even justi- 
ly our present status by the delusion that it 
encourages the survival of the fittest; for we 
are all familiar with the ability of certain 
scionsof noble New York houses who live 
on ground rent, and we now have the confes- 
sionef aman of broad and liberal ideas“ 
that he has not a competency.

Cuicaco, III., March 15.—Shortly before 8 
o’clock this morning fire started in K. 8. 
Carter’s picture frame factory at 124 and 126 
May street. The building was a brick struct- 
ure, 150 by 125 feet and five stories in height. 
It was well stocked with picture frames and 


design machinery. The flames made such 
rapid progress thata dozen steamers were 
summoned to the scene. Ashort time after 
the fire started the top of the south wall fell 
on the roof of Stephen Carter’s residence at 
120 May street, adjoining the factory. The 
butiding collapsed. The following were 
caught in theruins: 

S. J. OmarTier, uncle of Stephen Carter, 
dead. a 

MRS. ETIENNE OWARTIER, his wife; cut 
about the face, severely bruised. 

Ross Cnartrer, 10 years of age; left arm 
broken, face and head cut. 

LiILLIE CHARTIER, 12 years of age, dead. 

STEPHEN CARTER, rescued from his resi- 
dence; left leg broken and internally injured; 
may die; removed to45 Venter avenue. 

J. E. Cook, driver of engine No. 3; crushed 
by falling wall and badly bruised, but not 
fatally; taken home. 

PaTRICK O’CONNOR, pipeman, Engine Co. 
No. 7; crushed under fallen wall and bruised 
about head and lower limbs; taken home. 

. THE DISASTER. 

The flames, which started in the rear of 
the first story, gained rapid headway before 
the first stream of water was thrown. 
Crowded into the large store-rooms was a 
vast stock of dry materials used in the manu- 
facture of frames and moldings; and this dty 
and combustible stuff made the access of the 
fire to the upper stories easy. 

The floors and inside wall were weakened 
by the burning away of theirjffame supports, 
and the firemen who were at work on the 
building became alarmed lest a portion of 
it might fall. : 

A part ofthe roof fell first, but no firemen 
were at work on the fifth floor, having previ- 
fousiy been ordered out. Orashing down, it 
carried with it great sections of floorings, 
thus weakening the joists that supported the 
south wall. This began to totter, and soon 
the top fell. 

The mass of bricks fell about entire upon 
the roof of Mr. Carter’s dwelling, which was 
frame structure. This was completely and 
Anstantly demolished, and in the ruins were 
the bodies ofthe five people who had been 
sleeping there. The fire had been burn- 
ing but a short time, and Mr. Carter had re- 
turnedtothe home to awaken those who 
were there. : 

Almost simultaneously with the collapse o 
the Carter residence a part of the front wall 
fell into the street. A number of firemen 
were at work at the dase of the factory, and 
already scores of persons, attracted by the 
refieftion of the flames, had begun to crowd 
close to the burning building. When the 
front wan fell they were driven back, and 
not a few narrowly escaped injury. One fire- 
man was struck dy falling brick and was 
taken to his home in an ambulance. 

THE RESCUES. 

The firemen and police at once began to 
direct their attentionto rescuing those 
known to have been buried under the Carter 
residence. An opening through the ruins was 
soon made leading to the basement. The 
cries ofa man were heard and in another 
moment Mr. Carter was lifted out. He was 
in a semi-conscious condition, forin addi- 
tion to his broken leg he was Dadly bruised 
a bout the head and body. Soon, however, 
he revived and was taken to the residence of 
A friends. ‘ 

The work of rescue was kept up notwith- 
standing a portion of the wall still standing 
was tottering and threatened to collapse 
and Dury thefiremen. By degrees the great 
mass of bricks and mortar was cleared 
away and a few minutes later Rose Chartier 
was recovered. Her face and head 
were badly cut and bruised and 
her left arni broken, She will 
recover, Later Mrs. Chartier was 
recovered, her life having been miraculously 
saved by a heavy door that covered her. 
She, however, received several severe bruises 
aud was badly cut about the face. Mrs. 
Chartier was not able totell whether or not 
oer Se atc and daughter Lillie had deen

The body of 8. J. Chartier was found near 
the cottage south wall at 7 o’clock. The 
head was badly crushed by a section ot wall, 
and death must have been immediate.

Both the bodies 
were removed to the Morgue, where an in- 
quest win be held, j 

The picture frame factory was valued at 
$30,000, and stock was worth $80,000, and were 
totally destroyed by the flames.

HE HAS A 8SUIT FOR $100,000 AGAINST 
THE CHICAGO MILLIONAIRE, 


And Claims That He Is the Victim of «| 
Conspiracy—The Case Ils Now Ready 
for Trial, but He Is in Jall A 
of Theft~Incid-nts of Eugene Dunni- 
vant’s Romantic History. 


Onrcaeo, III., March 15.—The troubles of 
Eugene Dunnivant, the newsboy, who 
aspired to the hand of Millionaire Potter’s 
daughter, are again engaging public atten- 
tion. Eugene is again behind the bars, and 
he claims that it isthrough the prosecution 
of hisenemies. The present charge against 
Dunnivant is larceny ofa watch from a dis- 
solute woman. Heto-day admitted having 
been inthe woman’s company, but denies 
the robbery, and claims to be the victim ofa 
new conspiracy. , 

Dunnivant began suit for $100,000 damages 
against Orrin W. Potter and others, March 
81, 1891, and in his declaration stated that in 
April, 1885, he was 16 years of age and en- 
gaged in the business of carrying dally news- 
papers...In the course of his daily rounds he 
becames acquainted with Gertrude Whiting 
Potter, the young daughter of the million- 
aire,and the acquaintance ripened into a 
friendship that possessed considerable 
warmth on both sides. They frequently met 
and exchanged notes when they could not 
contrive personal meetings. Finally the 
parents of the girl became aware of the ex- 
istence of young Dunnivant and of his con- 
nection with their daughter, and the frst 
steps were taken to break up the connection. 
The services of Capt. O’ Donnell of the police 
force were secured by. Mr. Potter, who, it is 
alleged, paid the officer sums varying froma 
few dollars to fifty to break up the business 
of the young newspaper carrier and drive 
him out of the neighborhood,” A systematic 
course of police persecution was inaugurated 
agamst Dunnivant and he was forced to sell 
out his business. This formed the frst 
ground of his suit for damages against Mr. 


Potter. 
On May 15, 1885, said Dunnivant, Miss Pot- 


ter was staying with her parentsat their 
Summer home at Geneva Lake, Wis., and 
invited him to visit her there. He respond- 
ed tothe invitation and spent some time at 
Geneva Lake. The family discovered his 
presenceand Dunnivant was made the vic- 
tim of aharassing scheme put up by James 
Hutchins, son-in-law of Mr. Potter, and Tom 
Fox, a colored coachman of the family. 
Without authority of lawthey forcibly car- 
ried him toa place of confinement in Geneva 
Lake, where he was kept for two nights. 
Then, without an examination before a 
magistrate, he was released and told 
to leave that section or the country 
at once. Being only a boy, and an inex- 
perienced one at that, he was scared into 
compliance, and immediately left Geneva 
Lake. The police persecution in Chicago was 


continued against him for over a year, dur- 
ing which time Dunnivant was unable to re- 
sume his newspapar business or to obtain 
employment in any other direction. Al the 
time, however, his acquaintance with Ger- 
trude Potter appears to have been main- 
tained, and the young folks, laughing at bars 
and hindrances, met from time totime to ex- 
change vows of undying constancy and bask 
in the sunshine ofeach other’s smiles. 

Dunnivant claims that in November, 1886, 
be was induced to accompany one Frank 
Allen to south Chicago. Allen had provided 
himself with a confederate who was about 
the same ageand size as kugene Dunnivant 
and was dressed to resemble him closely. 
The pretense for getting himto South Chi- 
cazowas an appointment with Paymaster 
John Thorpe ot the South Chicago lKolling 
Mills, a branch ofthe lilinols Steel Co., of 
which Mr. Potter was president. 

Allen and the confederate were accused of 
a burglary and Allen was arrested. Then as 
a part of a scheme to send Dunnivant to the 
penitentiary, it is alleged that he falsely 
accused Eugene of being his confecerate and 
caused his arrest. Dunnivant was unable to 
give batland spent thirty days in the county 

all. i@e and Allen were jointly indicted for 
urglary at the December term, 1886, or the 
Criminal! Court and Jan. 28, 1887, he was sen- 
tenced toa term of four years in the peniten- 
tiary. This, he claimed, was the direct 
result of a foul conspiracy and false evi 
dence. 

Miss Potter is saidto have knownof her 
lover’s innocence and to have employed 
counéelto defend him, Dut her father inter- 
fered. Dunnivant was advised to plead 
guilty, assured that the court would let him 
off lightly. “This he declined to do, Allen 
was granted a new trial, and was let off with 
a light term in the Houseof Correction. This 
was in accordance with the plans of the con- 
5 pracy, according to Dunnivant’s declara- 
tion. , 

Dunnivant was taken tothe penitentiary, 
Feb. 9,.1887, and served his term. Althoug 
a growihy boy he was put at the hardest an 
most laborious work, with the result that 
his health was completely broken down, and 
he bame e physical Wreck. „He was kept in 
prison unt Apri 8, 1890. 

The allegations form the basis of the suit 
for $100,000 damages. 

Now as to Miss Potter, the first cause of all 
of Dunntvant's woes. She did not pine away 
when the ambitious newsboy was removed 
from Chicago. Between Jan. 1, 1800, and 
Sept. 19, 1891, Miss Potter succeeded in con- 
tracting three matrimonial alliances, with- 
out the assistance of death or divorce. To her 
husband, Mr. Daniels, she has been marrieu 
twice, between the ceremonies takigg a little 
fiyer in the leid of love with F. Lee Rust, son 
cota wealthy luinber merchant of Eau Claire, 


‘Jan. 1, 1890, Julius Clarke Daniels and 
Gertrude Whiting Potter were married un- 
der assumed names, by the Rev. R. A. John, 
pastor of St. Paul’s Church of this city. 
Moth parties returned to their respective 
homes after the ceremony. Shortly after. 
ward Miss Potter, as she was still known, 
became acquainted with F. Lee Rust, who 
was not yet ofage, by the way, and his 
image displaced thatof Mr. Daniels in her 
heart. 

Finally Mr. Rust proposed a secret mar- 
riage. Miss Potter was willing, but the 
specter of the Daniels ceremony loomed for- 
biddingly lutte back ground.In this dilemma, 
it is alleged, she consulted counsel, and was 
informed that her marriage to ur. Daniels 
Was null and vold. Mr. Rust was informed 
ot the previous ceremony, itis said, and of 
te legal opinion as to its validity, and being 
satisfied he and Miss Potter were secretly 
marriedat Lake Geneva, Wis., June 6, 1891, 
by the Rev. J. M. Ward.

The Three United states Senators Ap- 
pointed by Governors. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—There is 
still doubt about the status of the three Sen- 
ators who were appointed by the Governors 
of their States, and not elected by the Legis- 


latures thereof. ’ 
Eminent lawyersand politicians not now 


in public life, some of whom see in this exer- 
cise of the appointing power, if sustained, a 
grave danger to the integrity of the Senate, 
are ureing the Senators to investigate the 
constitutional question raised carefully and 
thoroughly. 

In each ofthe three States in questidn the 
Legislature was charged under the Constitu- 
tion with the election of a United States Sen- 
ator forthe full term of six years. In each 
case the Legislature adjourned without ac- 
tion after a protracted struggie. A few mem- 
bers in each case held out against the lead. 
ing candidate and prevented his election. 

n Washington the Legisiature was Kkepub- 
lican on joint ballot and John B. Alien led in 
all the balloting. Ihe Republican Governor 
appointed Allen after the Legislature ad- 
8 In Montana the Populists held the 

alance of power,and no candidate proposed 
by either the Democrats or the Republicans 
could command a majority. After the Leg. 
isiature adjourned the Republican Governor 
appointed Lee Mantie Senator. Mantle en. 
tered the contest late as the Republican can- 
didate. He was brought out in the hope that 
he would attract Populist votes, and there is 
no reason to believe that the people of Mon- 
tana wished him to be, even fora brief pe- 
riod, one of their representatives in the up- 
per house of Congress. 

In Wyoming the Democrats had a majority 
on joint baliot, but failed to elect a Senator. 
The Democratic Governor appointed A. O. 
Beckwith Senator, although Beckwith had 
not been a candidate before the Legislature, 
— was not supposed to de seeking the 

onor. 

This is the record that has set the students 
of the Constitution and of the history of the 
country tothinking. The leading lawyers in 
the Senate are preparing themselves to de- 
bate the question of the right of a Governor 
to ap int under such circumstances, but 
are inclined to discuss the question at 
this time. One of the best known lawyers in 
the country has expressed these view in a 
persona! letter to Senators:

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r CORNER RULE. 


A Belief That Present Conditions Will 
Lead to Its Abolition. 


Yesterday the Board of Directorsof the 
Merchants’ Exchange granted two petitions 
asking that a vote be taken on the abolition 
ot the corner rule, and set March 27 as the 
day on which the vote should be taken. 

The advocates ofthe change are confident 
ofsuccess. This measure has been proposed 
several times before, but has always been 
defeated. It is believed that now the situa- 


tion is different, and that a regulation al- 
lowing wheat to be sold at any price 
which buyers may be willing to give 
will de substituted for the present 
rule whereby the selling priceis not allowed 
to go above whata committee may deter- 
mine to be the real value“ of the wheat. 
When the market was smaller, and when the 
acreage of grain coming up to the require- 
ments of the several St. Louls inspections 
was circumscribed, the advantages of ‘the 
rule were evident, as under the Open market 
system corners could be easily run with dis- 
astrous effect. Now however the quantity of

Comgressmen Blount Appointed Commis- 
sicner by Cleveland.

A telegram from Jefferson City announces 
that Gov. Stone has signed Senate bill No, 9.

House so as to remove all doubt as to the 
liability of the street raliroads to bear their 
share of the expenses of constructing and 
reconstructing the streets they occupy and 
the Senate without any loss of time con- 
curred in the amendment, 

Under the new order improvements may be 
ordered and the entire cost assessed against 
the abuttihs property. 


ANNIE HAM LTON RELEASED.

One Reason Why Good Aged Horses Are 
Ecarce Nowadaya—Dominick mMoCat- 
frey Discusses Corbett, Mitchell 
aud Sullivan—Another " Fetal Prise

*‘*‘English trainers used to be considered 
| very hard on their 2-year-olds, but they were 
angels of mercy compared to the men hand- 
ling colts in this country, said a horseman 
of many years experience as he leaned over 
the rail along the homestretch at the East 
Side track yesterday. ‘*This rage for racing 
2-year-olds wilkresult in our baving no aged 
horses that are worth their training ex- 
penses. It isrightenough to give a young- 
ster a fair amount of work, but 
thirty or forty races is too much. If a 
colt is not much account, an owner cannot 
be blamed for running him to make him pay 
for his keep, but if he has a stake colt on his 
hands be should show more consideration. 
The Eastern trainers bave been racing their 
2-year-olds to death. .That is why so many 
ot them are failures as 3-year-olds. Morello 
ran seventeen times last year: Lawless, Min- 
nehaha and Prince George started nearly 
twiceas often. Spartan and Hammie were 
out twenty times each. If these animals 
prove strong 38-year-olds it will only show 
that they have inherited fron constitations. 

Now look at the English horses. Ormonde 
only started three times in his, 2-year-old 
form, Minting was out seven times and Don- 
ovan seventeen. Besides, their climate 18 
notone-half so enervating as ours. Another 
point about their treatment of the young- 
sters is that they keep them out of the han- 
dicap events with older horses. Here im this 
country the youngsters are in all of the short 
distance handicaps and haa things their own 
way until the handitappers put a prohibi- 
tive penalty on them. 

All things are good in moderation and a 
2-year-old ought to be trained, for the best 2- 
year-old should make the best 3-year.old. 
The youngsters gan stand a lot of training, 
and require it to keep them in trim, but it 
should not be given to them too often or car- 
ried beyond a certain point. If the colt is 
keyed up too high he will be worn out and can- 
not rebuild his lost tissue. There is the deli- 
cate but vital point in preparing a youngster. 
If your judgment plays you false on that 
point you have a failure on your hands. 

DEATH OF MONITOR. 

Monitor, one of tho greatest thoroughbreds 
that has been raised on the American turf 
within the past two decades, passed away a 
tew days ago at Loriliora’s, ‘‘The Locasts,’’ 
within a few miles of the old Monmouth 
Park. Monitor was sired by the famous 
Gienelg. His dam was Minx, a full sister to 
Monarchist and Sultana, being by Lexington 
outofLevity. He was bred at the Preakness 
stud by M. H. Sanford in 1876 
and purchased as a yearling by 
**Prince’’ George Loriliord. whose 
**blue with orange sleeves andcap’’ he car- 
ried victor.ously through many a campaign. 
Monitor could hardly class as a champion 
of champions. He was not the equal of 
Longfellow, Hindoo or Salvator, but in no 
one season of his turf career was there more 
thana singie horse tiiat could make him 
show his colors. In 1880 Luke Blackburn 
was his Nemesis, in 1881 Hindoo and in 1883 
George Kinney. 

It was as a 7 - year-old that Monitor’s star 
reached its zenith. . 

Eole was then inthe prime of his powers, 
George Kinney, Barnes, Miss Woodfori, 
Leonatus and Drake Carter were the crack

8-year-olds, Parole wasin great form, and 
Iroquois had returned from England after 
having won the Derby at st. Leger. In the 
face of all this opposition Monitor won elgh 

of the richest all-age stakes, ending the sea- 
son by capturingthe Champion Stakes, in 
which he defeated Parole and Eole in one of 
the grandest races ever run at Monmouth. 

Next to Parole \ionitor was the mot, pop- 
ular race horse of this generation. His per- 
sonnel was so markeii—a bald fice and three 
white legs—that every one knew him and 
there was always an affectionate lookout for 
him on the turns, and whether backed or 
not there wasa hearty cheer when the fa- 
miliar old white face was seen forging to 
the front. 

No horse and jockey ever received such an 
ovation as he and Hayward received tue day 
he won the Champion Stake of 1888, after 
trying four seasons for it. Men yellelthem- 
seives hoarse and fairly carried the old war- 
horse into the pad lock. 

During his eight seasons of active turf 
champaigning, Monitor faced the starter 117 
times. On forty-two occasions his bald 
head was first under, thirty-one times he 
was placed and nineteen times came thira, 
By stakes and purses he earned for his own~ 
ers $61,150.
